that aroused the workingman. They 
began demonstrations. At first there 
was no suggestion of striking. But 
demonstrations 
and 
resolutions 
brought 
no 
results. 
Real 
wages 
steftdily declined. 
Except in muni­ 
tions trades where ov ertime was paid 
nominal 
wages 
were 
stationary. 
To date, to offset the 40 per cent in­ 
crease in liv ing cost, wages in or­ 
ganized trades hav e increased only 
10 per cent; and 
in 
unorganized 
trades hardly at all. 
Of nearly ten 
million workers not more than three 
million hav e receiv ed increases. Only 
the threat of concerted industrial 
aelion induced employers to concede 
this much mainly 
in war 
bonuses, 
labor says. 


Moreov er, the war was being con­ 
ducted mainly in silence. 
The gov ­ 
ernment wouldn't tell what was hap­ 
pening. 
There was no incentiv e for 
the workingman to show interest in 
the war’s progress, there was ev ery 
incentiv e for him to show increased 
interest in his own welfare. 
So the industrial truce, declared 
at the beginning, was broken. Des­ 
pite this there hav e been only 
30 
trikes since August, 1914 inv olv ing 
more than 250 workers each. 
The 
biggest of these were the Clyde and 
South Wales eoal strikes, in both of 
which, 
atlhough the truce was v io­ 
lated, there was no v iolation of con­ 
tracts. 
Notice was giv en by the un­ 
ions of their 
demand 
for a new 
agreement to replace the one about 
to expire. 
There would hav e been 
no strike if the men had followed 
the adv ice of their leaders, who en­ 
deav ored to keep the truce. The men 
were angry. 
They insisted that on 
patriotism there should be one rule 
for employer 
and employed. 
If it 
was patriotic for employers to pile 
up enormous war profits it was not 
unpatriotic for employe to demand 
a portion of them for the men suf­ 
fering financially because of the war. 
The men 
won 
a partial 
v ictory, 
largely, they say, because the gov ­ 
ernment finally realized the justice 
of their contentions. 
Both strikes 
were the result of rev olt against ex­ 
ploitation. 
In neither ease—nor in 
any of the minor strikes did /the 
workers ask for a larger 
increase 
than the rise in the cost of liv ing 
warranted. 
In 
practically 
ev ery

3 quate to meet the new conditions of 
I life, the men say.

What does it mean when leading 
citizens, representing finance, farm­

cuss waste? 
What does it signify when the in­ 
terests that people are accustomed 
to v iew as antagonistic, come to­ 
gether to eliminate waste. 
Coming to the Chicago 
confer­ 
ence, are delegates 
from 
almost 
ev ery 
state. 
They 
will 
represent 
v arious classes, but 
the 
dominant 
class will be the farming interest 
For organizations representing ov er 
a million farmers hav e already 
ranged to 
send 
delegates 
There 
people and those of 
other 
ciasse 
are animated bv a common desire 
to eliminate waste from American 
life. 
They 
differ 
in 
their 
ideas 
about going about the process. But 
most of the delegates 
dire 
more 
light. 
The delegates believ e that one of 
the- greatest and 
most 
immediate 
wastes of American 
life 
concerns 
the production and distribution of 
national food and garment supplies. 
This waste begins with the cultiv a­ 
tion of the soil, and ends with the 
preparation of food for the table, 
and throwing away of the half used 
garment. 
Vital problems connected 
with the waste are the preparation 
of the farm product l’or market in 
uniform grades, 
the 
securing 
of 
adequate 
transportation 
v ehicles 
and the medium necessary for suc­ 
cessful sales. 
Of v ital need here is a uniform 
organization of farmers’ 
societies. 
At present the unorganized condi­ 
tion of tlie farmers 
permits 
hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars worth 
of food products to go to waste in 
unrealized profits and sometimes in 
unharv ested, whose v alue is loss to 
society beeause the farmers can­ 
not ship and sell enough to war­ 
rant the trouble. I hav e seen thous­ 
ands of tons of farm produce thus 
rot in the unorganized districts. But 
in the sections where farmers hav e 
soundly 
financed 
and 
constituted 
societies, this kind of waste rarely 
occurs. 
The crops are mov ed to 
somewhere, 
and 
some 
body get- 
benefit from the plentous yields. 
So 
the delegates arc going to 
discuss 
agricultural eo-operation— the kinc 
needed and the ways to get it. 
The other great wastes to be dis 
cussed at this conference hav e to 


find ways to turn tenants and land­ 
less men into homo owners. 
The 
conference 
will 
deal 
at 
length with the 
perplexing 
wastes 
that spring from unsuitable rural 
red its 
systems. 
Ov er 
80 
rural 
credit bills hav e been placed on the 
congressional calendar 
within 
the 
last year. 
The last congress crea­ 
ted a joint committee Lo deal with 
this problem, and that committee is 
right now 
holding 
hearings, 
and 
working hard to whip its bill into 
shape, before 
the

congress 
hall open. 
The 
general committee will

operative cheese factories were not

children; men teachers well enough 
paid to own a small farm, for this 
would not only stabilize the profes? 
ion but also give the teachers 
an 
incentive to become actively identi­ 
fied with every interest of his com 
miinitv, which is imperative/’ 


Such was the statement of United 
States Education Commissioner Dr. 
Philander P. (laxton, just returned 
from a three months’ 
tour of the 
wc-t. 
lb' continued: 


“ In all fairness I must say that 
the west is educationally far ahead 
of the east. 
There are fewer child­ 
ren there, but proportionately speak­ 
ing the west does not -tint in ta x ­ 
ation for educational purposes. The 
children there have the benefit ot e\ 
cry educational advantage that mon­ 
ey and science can produce. 


“ For example, Oregon leads 
al 
states of the Union in giving schoo 
credit for industrial work done in tin 
home. 
Oregon therefore is devolp- 
ing thrift and vocation to an unusua 
extent in the pupils fo the public 
schools, 


“ The State of Washington lend 
the connrty in the number of home 
for teachers, 
as a 
consequence i 
giving stability to the porfession of 
public school teaching. 
If to these 
homes, school farms of from 
five 
to fifty acres could he added, men 
would be glad in many instances, to 
make teaching their business. 


“We must have teachers who will 
become identified with the interests 
of the community. 
Washington and 
other western 
states, 
particularly 
Minnesota, are solving these pro­ 
blems by their teacher-cottage sys­ 
tems in rural communities. 


“ California 
pays 
its 
teachers 
better than any other state. 
The 
average salary 
of public 
school 
teachers, including rural and urban, 
throughout the country is $-190; Cal 
ifornia pays an average of $950. 


“ Special mention should he made 
of the western 
farm schools. These 
are not strictly vocational, but they 
aim to industralize teaching, making 
it not only practical, but by means 
o f this kind of teaching preparing 
pupils for community life. 
Such a 
school plan approaches pretty near­ 
ly ideal rural conditions.’’ 


After remarking 
the 
attractive 
city and State showing of New York 
in the exposition’s educational sec­ 
tion, Dr. Claxton praised the growth 
of the library movement in rural com 
munities, as demonstrated there. 


“ The latest and most successful 
type of rural educational work 
in 
the country 
library 
system,” 
he 
said. 
“ The method 
in California 
particularly h a s been 
so satisfac­ 
tory and extensive as to excite the 
interest of the whole country. 
The 
entire state will soon be served by 
the system. 
Already 32 out of the 
38 counties have been 
organized— 
some of them the most mounta i n o n s 
and sparsely settled in the State. 
The county" is the unit and each or­ 
ganizes within itself. 


Dr. Claxton said that never before 
have pa rents had such abundant op­ 
portunities a s today to choose

kind of school best fitted for 
their 
children, that educational opportun­ 


ities are within the reach of all.

The entire loss from 
the second outbreak was approxi­ 
mately $600,000. 
Of this sum the 
Federal government will pay half. 
By an appropriation 
passed 
by 
the last legislature $200,000 
was 
set aside to meet any subsequent 
outbreak of the disease. 
This sum 
was appropriated between the first 
and second outbreaks. The governor 
cut the amount in half. 
Thoi gh all infected herds in the 
date have been killed and the state 
is practically free from the disease 
livestock officials will not lift the 
regulations in some places for sev­ 
eral months as a precautionary mea­ 
sure.

of Chicago in refusing to perform a 
surgical operation for tlie purpose 
of saving the life of a defective in- 
fant has brought acutely before the 
people the problem of what to <lo 
with our defectives. It i=> the burn- 
ing issue of the day, the theme of 
discussion by .millions, upbn ihi!l.on8 
of .people throughout . the civilized 
world. . 


When born tlie child was in this 


condition: It had but one ear: it 
had no neck, tlie base of the skull 
being about even with its shoulders; 
one side paralyzed; it had a curved 
,spine; on the 
left side it had. a 


double 
kidney connected to 
the 


bladder by one tube; on the right 
side it had no kidney; there was no 
opening to the lower intestine; its 
stomach was dilated; its thighs 
were abnormally large; it had a 
.hemorrhage in the spinal canal, in- 
dicating an injury or a diseased con- 
dition of the blood vessels; there 
was no passage way to the missing 
ear; its brain apparently 
normal 


with the exception of a hemorrhage 
on the left side. 


The performing of a simple op- 


eration would have saved the life of 
this child. But the surgeon, know- 
ing the future that would await it, 
refused to operate. A 'coroner's 
jury, consisting of a number .of the 
most noted physicians in Chicago, 
found that he acted strictly within 
Ms rights and within the ethics of 
tlie medical profession. 


Was this doctor a human being 


with a great heart, who refused to 
prolong the life of this child 
and 


thereby condemn it to an existence 
of helpless misery f 
Or was he a 


criminal in his refusal to perform 
an operation that meant life, though 
that life be worse than death ?

The cheese producers of Sheboy- 


gan county, Wiscinsin, have given a 
practical demonstration of the bene- 
fits of co-operation, both in produc- 
ing and 
in 
marketing. -. Wisconsin 


nroduces more than one-half of the 
cheese made in the United States, 
and Sheboygan is the banner cheese 
county of the state. The short and 
simple story of what c-o-ctperation 
ht's done for the farmers of Sheboy- 
gan county explains what co-opera- 
tion is. 
. 


The farmers were selling 
their 


milk to the cheese factories, 
but 


were not getting what they thought 
was a fair price for tbeir product. 
Some of the cheese factories were 
operated on the co-operative plan; 
that is, the farmers took their milk 
to the cheese factory 
owned by 


themselves and received the prevail- 
ing market price for it each month, 
and at 'the end of the year the profit' 
on the cheese 
sold 
was 
divided 


among tht farme.rs on the basis of 
the amount of milk Celivered to the 
factory during the year These co- 
operative cheese factories were not 
joint-stock companies, in which' the 
profits 
were 
divided 
among the 


jtockholders, or in which the stock- 
holders controlled on the basis^ of; 
the amount of stock they 'owned. 
They were organized on the basis of 
'one man one vote" regardless of 
how much, stock was held by any one 
person There had to be some capi- 
tal stock, to be sure, and there had, 
to be some return upon the stock.' 
But the co-operative ctteese factory 
was not organized to make money 
on the capital invested in the cheese 
factory. Eather it was organized to 
pay a dividend 
upon 
'the money 


which the stockholders had invested 
in cow«. Therefore, 
the

paid-upon -the capital stock was con- 
fined to 6 per cent.

cheese factory was decided upon the 
vote of all the stockholders, • "one 
vote, and only one, for each man." 
The man: with twenty shares of stock 
and one cow had no larger voice in 
the management that ;the man with 
one share of stock and twenty cows. 
That, too, was co-operation. 


But,, still the farmers of Sheboy- 


gan county were not satisfied. They 
were selling the cheese made in their 
to-operative factories to the whole- 
sale dealers' in Plymouth,1 who fixed 
the price at whatever they saw fit. 
The price of cheese as fixed by 'these 
dealers was so low that even the co- 
operative factories could not pay a 
lair price for milk.

world. 
More than 100,000 horses 


have sold fpr $12,000,000 through 
the local market in the last six 
months. The European war's demand 
for . artillery and cavalry mounts is 
responsible for this return of King 
Horse to the throne from which the 
automobile spilled him. 


Demands from Mexico have added 


net a little to. the business in horses 
here. At first, agents for the Euro- 
pean governments were 
secretive 


about purchases. - Everyone knew 
horses were being - bought but few 
persons ever saw the agents. It was 
while the allies' agents were buying 
incognito that the record sale 
of 


7,031 horses in one week was made, 
in November, 1014. Now the agents 
buy openly. During the week edu- 
ing November 6, 5,000 horses wore 
sold. In the same period 2 years 
ago 829 horses was considered a 
good. number to sell per week. From 
3,000 ^to 4,000 horses sold weekly 
these days, is an average. 


The horses bring $120 to $240 a 


Head; $250 being paid Jor artillery 
horses, Draft horses sell for from 
$200 to $300 a head; $300 being paid 
for horses between 1,550 to 1,750 
pounds.
